ATURALLY enough, most of the lime- 
light of the British uon s pil- 


nese to the battlefields is falling on the | 


enin Gate, and the ablest pencils are 
being sharpened to describe the ceremonial 
that wil] be seen there this week. Yet, 
though the pilgrims will find that cere- 
mony impressive and moving, I am sure 
that most of them will be far more con- 
cerned about some obscure spot that brings 
the war home to them im a more realistic 
fashion than does the Menin Gate. 

Our men knew a Menin Gate, but it 
was not the magnificent structure which 
Sir Reginald Blomfield has designed. The 
original was very closely akin te the recon- 
structed lille Gate, to which. I expect, 
most of the visiters will take a walk. 
Only a few will remember the original 
Menin Gate as a complete structure. 
When most of our men made its acquain- 
tance it was a ruin. When they have had 
a look round the ruins of the Cloth Hall, 
which, with the possible exception of 
Niagara Falls, are the most photographed 
spectacle in the world, the visitors will, I 
think, find most that will interest them | 
on the outskirts of Ypres. 


AT SALVATION CORNER. . 


Back in the direction of Salvation 
Corner there is still something to be seen 
of the wall which skirted the old prison ; 
and, where the old casualty clearing 
station stood, there is a very substantial 
reminder of the war in the Reservoir 
Cemetery. Here are men of almost every 
unit that served on the Western Front, 
men of all ranks and  regiments— 
brigadier-generals and police corporals, a 
chaplain and a hero who had the V.C. I 
have spent severa) hóurs in reading the 
stories which the headstones tel] to anyone 
who knew the Ypres sector in those evil 
days. 

From what I have seen of the nro 
gramme of the tour there will be lit‘le 
time for private exploration, and thus 
few men will get far afield. Probably, 
some of the more adventurous will set 
forth along the Menin road, and, if they’ 
are vigorous, they may reach Gheluveldt, 
where they will see a quaint memorial to} 
the Worcesters.. More will reach Clapham 
Junction, and will rejoice to see that the 
Ypres hes hadseihe old 
marked with @ notice board. “Here, among 


the growing crops, they will find two 


divisional memorials, and; mear “by, two 


handsome villas, the whole presenting a : 


strange contrast with the sea of mud 
which was here eleven years-ago—a quag- | 
mire, in which men were often lost by 
drowning, and in which many tanks lay 
water-logged. 


HILL 62. 


Some visitors may reach Sanctuary 
Wood, where they will find little to reward 
them’ for their exertions. If, however, 
they are able to proceed a little farther, to | 
Hill 62, they will marvel at a wonderful 
transformation wrought by the Canadian 
Government, who have had the sinister 
hillock laid out as a park. A series cf 
terraces, covered in heather and rambler 
rosea, Jeads to the crast of the hill, where 
a stumpy stone holds some words about 
the Canadian Corps; and the parement | 
surrounding it bears arrows showing the 
direction of certain famous spots visible 
from this useful observation point. 
Pilgrims who spend their times in going . to 
Hill 62 will see more of the old Salient 
than those whe wander abont aimlessly. 

Ypres is not the only sector in the 
Minerary. Arras and Vimy Ridge will 
make a special appeal to many of the 
visitors. A considerable part of Vimy 
Ridge wears something like its war-time 
aspect, but it is that part which is 
peculiarly Canadian. Here again the 
Canadian Government is busy. A con- 
siderable piece of ground on the highest 
point of the Ridge has been acquired by 
the Dominion. Within 1t many femous 
trenches are preserved, and, crowning all. 
an enormous memoria] is in course of 
erection. 


ON VIMY RIDGE 

While in the Ridge; many a man will 
look searchingly toward Lens, in the hope 
of seeing something of Loos and the new 
“Tower Bridge” Those who are able 
to go to Loos will be well rewarded. Alone 
the Lens-La Bassée road are still to be 
seen many of the old craters, and among 
the chalky soi] it is still possible to find 
bits- of rusty or rotten equipment, wire, 
and shel] caps. 

The more observant will notice how, 
from the wonderful new Lens (a model of 
what a mining town should be), an ex- 
tensive system of overhead cables conveys 
electricity to towns and villages many 
miles away. Even small hamicts are thus 
able to enjoy electric light at very modest 
rates. Away to Bapaume, Peronne, and 
even toward Albert, these cables run. 

All the ‘villages iying between Vimy 
Ridge and Arras have been reconstructed, 
but, on the outskirts of Arras, a good deal 
of devastation is to be seen. Those who 
chipped and scrawled their names in the 
ruins of Arras Cathedra) will not be able 
to find them ; for the building is in course 
of reconstruction. In the large square, 
however, the old houses look much as they 
did, but in place of the old Hétel de Ville, 
a@ new structure is nearing completion. 


‘ON THE SOMME. 


Interesting places will be seen en route 
to the Somme, but there will be few sights 
that will fascinate the pilgrims ás much as 
the preserved trenches af Newfoundland 
Park, Beaumont Hamel. Some. of the men 
who served in. these narts may be a little 
annoyed to find that the Newfoundlanders, 
who sent a relatively small contingent, 
and seem to have marked with a memoria! 
every place where they spent a night, 
have affixed their name to a trench system 
which was occupied, at one time or other, 
by half the regiments of the British Army. 
Any feeling on this peint should be 
allayed by the thought that, but for the 
enterprise and generosity of the New- 
foundlanders, these trenches would have 
disappeared as completely as most of the 
trenches hereabouts. 

The other survivizig trench. system is the 
old Schwaben Redoubt, on the slopes 
above Newfoundland Park, The Schwaben 
trenches lie about Helen’s Tower, U]ster's 
magnificent memorial to her men who 
perished in the first attack on Thiepval 
in 1916. I expect that no smal? nitmber of 
the pilgrims, after looking round New- 
foundland Park, and “Y ” Ravine, will 
set out for the Ulster Tower, which com- 
mands the countryside for miles around. 
The journey is farther than it seems— 
exactly how fay is known to nt- 
Major MacMaster, who lives up in the 
Tower, and has to send down to the river, 
at Hamel, for his water... . 

Billy Browr. told me that. Mr. Brown 
is the Warden of Newfoundland Park, six 
feet of geniality, living in a log cabin, 
which is an exact replica of the huts of 
the early settlers in Newfoundland.

of Ancient Dublin,” the historian tells us 
that the old city watercourse was con- 
structed during the thirteenth century, 
and this flowing by Crumlin Parish gave 
the townland of Tonguefield its name. 

He. continues thus :—‘‘ After Jeaving 
Templeogue, the course joined at a point 
near Kimmage, the River Poddle and 
their waters flowed together in the bed of 
the Poddle nntil they reached a point 
which has become known as the Tongue in 
Crumlin Parish. Here they divided 
again, portion following the original line 
of the Poddle through Harold’s Cross, and 
the remainder being diverted in an 
artificial course to Dolphin’s Barn, and 
thence to Jamés’s street.

Indian Missionary’s Visit. 


The Rev. Thomas Gavan Duffy,a member 
of the Roman Catholic Indian Mission, 
who is at present on holiday in Ireland, 
is a son of the late Sir Charles Gavan 
Duffy, the distinguished Irish journa)ist- 
barrister, who in 1871 became Prime 
Minister and Speaker of the Victorian 
Parliament. 

Father Duffy is the youngest of Sir 
Charies’s three sons, and was born in 
1888. He was educated at Stonyhurst 
College, and later studied at Thurles, and 
went to the Indian mission field in 1911. 
He has the family leaning to literary 
work, and his books include ‘‘ Yonder,’’ 
published in 1916, and ‘‘ The Price of the 
Yawning Day’’ (1926). 

Mr. Charles Gavan Duffy, the eldest 
brother, was horn at Blackrock in 1855, 
and was formerly Clerk of the Senate of 
the Commonwealth of Australia. The 
second son, Mr. George Gavan Duffy, has 
been prominent in Irish political life. 
He was M.P. for South Dublin from 1918 
to 1923, and was Irish Envoy Extra- 
ordinary to Paris in 1919. In 1922 he was 
appointed Minister for Foreign Affairs in 
the Irish Government. Father Duffy 
during his holiday has visited Monaghan, 
where his father was born in 1816, and 
preached at the cathedral there. 


The Lubbock Festival. 


August Bank Holiday, which was 
observed yesterday throughout Great 
Britain and Ireland, has been at times 
happily designated as St. Lubbock’s Day ; 
for the holiday was first established by Sir 
John Lubbock, afterwards known as Lord 
Avebury, in his Act of Parliament of 
1871. 

The holiday, falling as it does in the 
middle of summer, and in the most 
favoured holiday month of the year, has 
proved the most popular of all the Bank 
Holidays, and its founder certainly 
deserves to have his name indelsbly 
associvted with it. 

Lord Avebury, who was born in 1834, 
was one of England’s greatest scholars, 
and his titles and distinctions ran into 
hundreds in number. He was astonishly 
erudite, and the different presidential 
chairs held by him at various times em- 
braced those of Entomological, Ethno- 
logical, Linnean, Anthropological, Ray, 
Statistical, African, Antiquary, Socio- 
Jogical, Microscopic, and _ International 
Societies and Institutions.

For Motorists. 


While on a thirteen-hour motor run in 
England the other day, writes a corre 
spondent, we came up against some of the 
probable causes of many of those 133,943 
motor accidents which the returns show 
occurred in Great Britain during 1927. 

As soon as we reached English soil I 
was astonished at the number of people on 
the road who gave us “signals.” Men 
and women on the street and at the 
corners waved us on energetically, or cave 
us mysterious shakings of the head. It 
was all very confusing. From a char-a- 
banc in front a passenger signalled “all 
clear,” and, had we taken his advice, and 
not waited for the driver’s sign, we would 
almost certainly have run into a heavy 
lorry bearing down in the opposite 
direction, which the passenger was not in 
a position to notice. These “helps,” as 
my friend at the whee] said, are the 
scourge of the road. 

Another frequent cause of confusion and 
mishap is the passenger in the car who 
takes it upon himself to hold out his arm 
when turning corners, etc. As no one 
ever knows exactly what a driver is going 
to do, and as circumstances frequently 
arise which necessitate a change of plan, 
perhaps, at the last moment, this seems a 
particularly foolish and unnecessary 
practice. In fact, 1 believe many men at 
the wheel forbid their passengers to give 
signals. If the driver is competent, surely 
everything is much better left entirely in 
his hands, and he :s quite able to give his 
ewn signals. In fact, it would be much 
better if signals were only given by and 
taken from the drivers of the vehicles 
themselves. 


Brighter Rathmines. 


T am glad to see, writes a correspondent, 
that Rathmines Urban Council, even at 
the eleventh hour, has made up its mind 
to make the township look its best for 
Horse Show Week. Some of its residents 
are very touchy at the bare suggestion 
that there is anything in it which calls 
for attention, telieving that in all 
yespects it is ideal in all its amenities, 
conveniences and prospects.

Baldoyle Bandits. 


The rapidity with which even the very 
recent history of Dublin’s suburbs dis- 
appears in the march of modern ‘‘civilisa- 
tion ” was strikingly illustrated to me by 
a friend, who manages somehow to divide 
his interests between the ‘‘ stud-book "’ 
and archwological records. Between 
yesterday's racing events his mind, appar 
ently, went back to the days when 
Baldoyle was the notorious headquarters 
of celebrated gangs of highwaymen and 
smugglers—the descendants of Danish 
invaders and the progenitors of a colony 
whose traditions survived until quite 
recently—if, indeed, they are not yet 
traceable—in the “ Fingallian ’’ habits of 
the district. 

At all events, it is on record that about 
a hundred years. ago—when Telford built 
the road from Dublin to Howth, as part 
of the coach and mail packet route from 
London to Dublin—travellers from the 
city to Howth Harbour “ should have a 
troop of horse to guard him against the 
Jand-robbers, and a gun-boat sailing along 
the strand inside of the North Bull to 
prevent sea pirates from plundering him 
on the coast” I rather suspect an 
element of exaggeration in these risks of 
a visit to Baldoyle; for the quotation is 
from a pamphlet printed by an advocate 
of Kingstown as the mail-packet alterna- 
tive to Howth. 


Raheny’s Risks. 


When my friend began to tell us about 
Raheny—that it was a corruption of 
Rath-enna, or Enna’s-fort, in which coach 
passengers encountered special dangers 
from the patrons of a local hostelry 
known as “The Whiskey-Forge ’’—the 
historical part of the conversation reached 
an abrupt ending owing to the intrusion 
of a practical minded listener, who dg- 
clared his willingness to accept all the 
roaching risks of last century if he could 
escape those of to-day. His eloquence 
and earnestness when he told us about 
the hairbreadth escapes which he wit- 
nessed yesterday at the “ blind '” bends 
which motorists had to negotiate as they 
entered Raheny village almost convinced 
me that there was much to be said for the 
days of Robin Hood as against the age 
of Henry Ford. 

As a practical question, however, I 
wondered why the Dublin County Council 
has not removed the high walls which not 
only imperil the lives of travellers to 
Baldoyle on race days, but make Raheny 
a menace every day and every night to 
motorists and ‘bus passengers. Mr. 
Ryan, the County Suryeyor, has earned 
the gratitude of wheelmen of every kind 
for giving them the best road surface in 
Ireland. If he can only now induce the 
County Council to cut away the blind 
corners and to put down some “' white 
lines’ at the most dangerous points, he 
will add another cubit to his stature.

SCIENCE HELPS THE 
POLICE.

FOOTPRINTS AND 
FEATURES

(By MUNRO BLAIR.) 


HOULD the forthcoming Royal Com- 
mission to inquire into police organi- 
sation throughout Great Britain be able 
to investigate the arts of crime investi- 
ation, as well as the methods, we may 
hens that some neglected studies will 
receive encouragement. oe 
The police appear to be as sensitive to 
popular opinion as the forty millions or 
so who employ them to keep order. The 
study of finger-prints was regarded with 
official scepticism and trested with 
ridicule when it was in the stage of being 
a pioneer science. A bold stroke on the 
part of Sir Edward Henry, with the co- 
operation of Sir Richard Muir, was re- 
quired to set everybody talking about it. 
They secured for the first time the con- 
viction of a murderer almost entirely 
through finger-print identification, From 
that day the public were inclined to 
believe in the science, and She obstacles 
to its development at Sectland Yard 
vanished as if by magic. i 
Yet herein lies a danger to the public 
and to the cause of justice. Now that the 
finger-print system enjoys public con- 
fidence, there is a tendency to make too 
much ef it. The all-important lesson has 
not been learned. e history of the 
progress of the science of finger-print 
identification from scepticism to the 
foundation of a special department should 
have taught the police authorities the 
wisdom of making the fullest use of all 
that science can do for criminal investi- 
gation without waiting for a particular 
branch to become a popular hobby. There 
are many other aids, calculated to reduce 
the possibilities of police mistakes, which, 
although by no means in their infancy, 
are not in general use. 


POLICEMEN’S FINGER-PRINTS. 


In a recent charge of murder against a 
farm hand the inevitable finger-print 
experts were called in. There was a 
certain amount of tragi-comedy in the 
result. The only finger-prints they could 
find on the scene of the crime and on the 
box from which money belonging to the 
victims had been stolen were those of the 


police officers who were first summoned to 
the house. Now it was alleged that the 


accused man had been the only person left 
alone with the victims. This being so, he 
might have been identified unmistakably 


by his footprints. 


Unfortunately, we have not given the 
same encouragemei.t to the students of 
footprints that we have given to finger- 


print identification. Among those numerous 


works which the great Sherlock Holmes 
claimed to have written it will be 


recalled that he once boasted to his friend 


Watson of a monograph “On the Tracing 
of Footsteps: With some Remarks upon 
the uses of Plaster of Paris.” Like the 
rest of his alleged contributions to the 
practical literature of crime, this has been 
lost—or, rather, it existed only in the 
fertile imagination of Sherlock’s creator. 
It is a pity. 

Seeming miracles have been worked by 
the footprints science, and it merits more 
attention than it has received. Finger- 
prints are a clue, so long as the criminal 
works with the naked hands. Footprints 
produce clues even when the criminal is 
wearing boots or shoes. 


SUCCESSES. 


In a case at Lyons a criminal was 
identified solely by the fact that, in com- 
mitting a robbery, he had stepped on a 
leather cushion. A murderer in Austria 
was tracked because footprints revealed 
that he had gone with a light step to the 
scene of the crime, and had come oack 
with a load—his booty. Yet almost the 
whole literature of footprint study is 
continental or American. 

The gallery of finger-print impressions 
now owned by the police has so far out- 
grown accommodation that modifications 
and restrictions have become necessary ; 
but the gallery of features, which the great 
Bertillon regarded as of equal importance, 
is comparatively negligible. It is not 
sufficient to have one good portrait of a 
suspect such as is usually distributed 
when men are wanted. 

In the science of identification by the 
features impressions are taken from many 
angles, and details are minutely indexed. 
Its value is illustrated by one notable 
case. A man was arrested on a charge of 
murder because he was exactly like the 
pictures in the hands of the police, but 
the man was innocent. The actual 
murderer was found to be his double in 
all but one feature—his ears. Bertillon 
was trying to preach the acute study of 
ears and noses and other features more 
than twenty years ago, but Paris still 
remains the city with the most compre- 
hensive collection of these detail pictures 
of convicted criminals 

There may be a development in the 
photographing of criminals, now that auto- 
matic I grins has become a practical 
art. It simplifies the taking of many 
photographs at a sitting, and eliminates 
the objection of cost: but this is not the 
only or the most serious obstacle We 
have to get rid of the sceptical and 
superior attitude which so long delayed 
the proper recognition of the science of 
finger-prints. Perhaps, it will be within 
the scope of the Royal Commission to 
achieve something in this direction.

The revue, ‘‘ White Birds,” which is being 
presented by T. Elder Hearn at the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, is an elaborate production, 
greatly in advance of any show of the kind 
that has been given here for a long time. It 
has had a brilliant success in London, and it 
was given a very hearty reception last even- 
ing by big holiday audiences at both per- 
formances. There are in it two sketches 
which make a strong appeal. In one. entitled 
“ Oliver Twist,”’ Dickens, Oliver. Bill Sykes, 
the Artful Dodger, Nancy and Fagin are 
represented in a musical burlesque. The 
other depicts—not quite realistically. of 
course—the under world of the Quartier Latin 
in Montmartre.

Sir William Turner, D.L.), who was pat fe 
an enthusiastic reception, ofiered a cordial 
welcome to the delegates. 

His Lordship said that he. was pleased to 
know that their deliberations would be gpuided 
by a fellow-citizen (Mr. W. McMullen), whom 
he had the pleasure of having as a colleague 
on the City Council for a number of years. 
He might also mention that, as a member of 
the Board of Guardians, Mr. McMullen had 
devoted much time and attention to the duties 
pertaining to that office, and had _ con- 
scientiously looked after the interests of those 
he oe on that Board. 

' Belfast,” he continued, “ may justly 
claim to be one of the leading industrial cities 
in Treland—and, indeed, in the United 
Kingdom—and, therefore, many of the 
problems which your Congress will be con- 
sidering arising from the organisation of 
business and commerce, and their effects on 
the welfare and lives of the workers, are 
problems in which the munipality is keenly 
interested. 

UNEMPLOYMENT IN BELFAST. 

“ Belfast, unfortunately, shares with many 
other large industrial centres, the problem of 
unemployment, arising from depression in the 
different trades, and in this connection I am 
glad to say that the Corporation has earnestly 
endeavoured to relieve the situation by start- 
ing many schemes of public utility—such 
as housing, road and street improvements, 
sanitation and the provision of new schools. 
Every method which offers useful employment 
is being explored by the Council, and a very 
earnest effort is being made to provide work 
of a nature likely to benefit the entire 
community. 

‘Tf time availed I would endeavour to put 
before you many evidences of prcgressive 
municipal development in which Belfast takes 
a pride. A revival of industry is confidently 
looked forward to, and 1 believe that, as we 
travel along the path of careful and bene- 
ficent government, and if employers and em- 
ployed work ether for the welfare of each, 
many of the differences which hinder progress 
will disappear, and a friendly co-operation 
take their place, which will help in the 
march to “gw acd and ensure the economic 
and social betterment of all classes of the 
community.” (Applause.) 

Mr. Mat. Courtney (Labour Party, Northern 
Ireland) extended fraternal greetings to the 
delegates. Like their comrades in the Free 
State, they in the North were doing their 
share in building up a strong, virile Labour 
Party. At the present they had one repre- 
sentative in the Northern Senate, three in 
the House of Commons, five on the City 
Council, and two on the Board of Guardians. 
These were making their presence felt in 
oes the principles they stood for. 

Councillor Dawson Gordon (Belfast Trades 
and Labour Council) also joined in the wel- 
come. 

The President expressed the appreciation of 
the delegates for the presence of the Lord 
Mayor, who, he said, was a very busy man, 
municipal affairs occupying a great deal of 
his time.

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFIT 
PROBLEM. 


In his presidential address, Mr. William 
McMullen, M.P., outlined the progress of the 
Labour Party in Belfast, and said that one of 
the first decisions of the reformed movement 
was not to be separated either industrially or 
politically from their fellow-workers in other 
parts of the country. He could not resist the 
conviction, however, that the Labour Party 
in the Free State would have fared better at 
the last election had there been a greater 
tendency on the part of its representatives to 
eschew the metaphysical and concentrate 
their attention upon their social and economic 
programme, which alone among the political 
party programmes was competent to revive 
the country’s stagnant trade and bring hope 
of a fuller and happier iife to despondent men 
and women. As it was, the Labour Party 
displayed more political prescience than the 
other parties. Time had confirmed the view 
that the country clamantly demanded a period 
of rest recuperation. 

Referring to “the Anti-Trade Union Act ” 
in Northern Ireland, he said that it was 
designed to have the effect of retarding the 

rogress of the ever-advancing army of 
Fi iiee.of crippling the political and in- 
dustrial arms of the movement, which would 
one day rule Ireland, North and South. 


TEMPORARY SET-BACKS. 

“Taff Vale decisions and Osborne judg- 
ments,’’ he added, “have proved but tem- 
porary set-backs, and have spurred the 
movement on to greater triumphs. In a 
similar way the Trade Disputes and Trades 
Unions Act will be swept into oblivion, along 
with its authors and instigators, by the repre- 
sentatives of a virile and irresistible demo- 
cracy on their march to the conquest of 
political power.”’ 

Experience at home and elsewhere had 
shown them that one all-embracing organisa- 
tion for an industry was more effective than 
a multiplicity of small ones. In an age when 
employers’ organisations knew so iittle of 
economic science as to look upon the lowering 
of wages and the lengthening of hours as a 
specific for the recovery of trade, it became 
the more imperative to have organisations 
capable of withstanding onslaughts against 
the workers’ standards. This could only be 
accomplished by possessing the most in- 
vulnerable form of organisation possible. 


UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS. 

Referring to the necessity for reciprocal 
relations between Northern Ireland and the 
Free State in connection with unemployment 
benefits, Mr. McMullen said that they had 
succeeded in bringing representatives of both 
Governments together only to discover that 
all the proposals submitted by the Free State 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce were 
treated in a cavalier fashion by the Northern 
Minister of Labour on the pretext that any 
arrangement entered into would be advan- 
tageous to workers in the Free State area 


alone. That was a canard that could riot be 
too often exposed. The arrangement was 
not one-sided, but mutually advantageous, 


and would enable Northern workers who 
resided in close proximity to the border, but 
worked in the Ba State, and also those 
Northern workers who went to work tem- 
porarily in the Free State, to receive benefit 


at home when unemployed commensurate 
with the contributions paid. It was not a 
reciprocal transfer of benefit that was 


demanded, but a reciprocal transfer of con- 


equitable to all the interests concerned. He 
challenged the Northern Minister to explain 
how it was that the two Governments could 
make arrangements about income tax, but 
not on the question of nnemployment benefit. 

Representatives of the Congress had raised 
the matter at the International Labovr 
Office Conference in Geneva, and as a result 
an approach had been made over the head 
of the Northern Ireland Government to the

ECONOMIC ISSUES, 

“A process of disintegration,” — he 
declared, ‘‘ must take place when the contro- 
versial political issues which have distracted 
the country for the past decade are relegated 
to an ingnominious vbdlivion and when real 
economic issues are faced. It is then that 
the true and proper alignment will be found, 
and the issues will not be of the transient 
character they are to-day. 

“Conservatives and reactionaries may then 
be discovered to be as numerous in the ranks 
of Fianna Fail as they are in the Govern. 
ment Party, and the radical elements in 
each will discover that they have more in 
common with the Lavour Party, and will 
jom forces for the enthronement of the people 
as the real owners and rulers of the country. 

Dealing with the unempioyment probiem, 
he caid that in Northern ireland approxi- 
mately £10.000,0G0 had been disbursed in 
unemployment benefit in seven years, while 
not less than ‘70,000.C0U working days had 
been lost. It was no rhotorical exaggeration 
to say that in the Free State the problem 
was gravely acute, and that no statesmaniixe 
steps had been taken to efiect its cure ur 
mitigate its worst results, and that move 
callourness had been dispiayed towards the 
victims of unemployment than by politicians 
in Great Brita: or Northern ireland. 

“Labour,” he declared, * does not oppose 
the introduction of the improved machine. 
Labour seeks to control it, and utilise its 
increased productivity for the common good. 
The choice before the people is either to be 
the slaves of the machine or the owners of 
at.” 

FUTURE POLITICAL STRUGGLE. 

“ the political struggie ct the tuture,’ he 
added, “is for a more equitable distribution 
of the wealth produced, In this fight the 
interest of Catholic and Protestant worker 
is identical, and the common enemy is the 
employer, regardless of religious distinction.” 
The future of the country, North and South, 
lay with-Labour, and the Labour movement 
must shape its policy to secure control of 
the country at the earliest possible moment. 

“Both urban and rural workers stand to 
gain considerahly as a result of closer co- 
operation, as both are now at the mercy of 
the middleman, the producer getting little 
more than conipensates for producing, while 
the consumer is charged exorbitant prices. 
An arrangement which would bring produce. 
and consumer together would result in better 
prices for the producer at less cost to the 
consumer, while it would also provide an 
expanding market for the farmer compatible 
with the fail in prices to the consumer, This 
would be a more satisfactory arrangement for 
the working tarmer than those he has hitherto 
entered into. 

INDUSTRIAL MATTERS. 

“ The measure of success which has at times 
attended Labour's political effort has created 
au tendency in the movement to concentrate 
on matters political, to the relative exclusion 
of industrial matters. No greater mistake, in 
my opinion, could be made, as it will probably 
be discovered the closer we eh 4 to our 
objective how transcendently important is 
perfect industrial organisation. | Economic 
power can never be secured until we have 
scientific industrial organisation, and until the 
members of our organisations are capable of 
taking over and running the industries of the 
country in the interests of the whole of the 
people. This ig even more important than 
the training of our representatives for the 
highest positions in our Parliaments, as 
Parliaments are portion of the superstructure 
of society, and are less important in the life 
of the nation than our industries, which are 
its life’s-hlood, and the foundation on which 
we should build.’ 

POLITICAL POWER, 

“It is not to be thought that I despise 
the value of political power and the great 
possibilities it contains for the advancement 
of the people s cause, as by this means we 
shall probably be able to deal more effica- 
ciously with that real repository of capitalist 
power, the banks, than in any other way; 
but that I desire to see the movement advance 
in that formation which will ensure to the 
people the speediest and most reliable way 
of reaching the co-operative commonwealth. ' 


FALL OVER HOWTH 
CLIFF. 
INQUEST ON EX-INSPECTOR 
OF POLICE. 


Dr. Mortimer Walters, Coroner for North 
County Dublin, sitting without. a jury, held 
an inquest at the St, Lawrence Hotel, Howth, 
yesterday on the body of Michael Redmond, 
an ex-inspector of the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, which was found in the sea at owth 
last Saturday. 

Jane Terrett, of 14 Royal Canal terrace, 
Phibsborough road, Dublin, who gave 
evidence of identification, said that the de- 
ceased Michael Redmond had resided at her 
house up to about the middle of last May, 
when he left to live at Howth owing to the 
condition of his health. Never in her presence 
had he threatened to take his life. 

Betty Doyle, of St. Peter's terrace, Howth, 
said that when sitting in front of Cliff Cottage 
at about 2 p.m. last am. she saw a man 
walking on the cliffs at Kilrock. <A few 
minutes afterwards he seemed tq be running 
towards the edge of the cliff. An umbrella 
which he had on his arm he threw forward. 
He went on, took off his hat, and, throwing 
it after the umbrella, said, ‘‘ Good-bye, John; 
I am off now. God bless you.” He then 
went on towards the end of the cliff, sat 
down and rolled on the ground, She went 
into Cliff Cottage and saw no more. 

In answer to the Coroner, she said that she 
did not see the man go over the cliff. . There 
were other women looking at him, but no one 
was near him when he started toroll. She was 
so frightened that she did not mention what 
she had seen to anyone in the cottage. There 
was a man in the cottage at the time. 

QUITE NORMAL. 

Elizabeth Lawlor, Main street, Howth, with 
whom Mr. Redmond had lodged since last 
June, said that between 12 and 12.30 o'clock 
last Saturday Mr. Redmond left, stating that 
he was going to Dublin and had no idea when 
he would return. He was quite normal at 
the time. Lately he had been in bad health, 
but had never threatened to take Lis life. 

Sergeant P. Gilmartin, of the Civic Guard, 
Howth, gave evidence of having vecovered 
the body twenty yards from the :ocks at 
about 3 o'clock last Saturday. There were no 
marks of a struggle on the cliffs, from the 
edge of which to the water there was a drop 
of about 200 feet. 

In reply to the Coroner, he said that that 
was a very dangerous place. There was a 
— about 200 yards from the edge of the 
Cciltl, 

William Redmond, of Glasscarrig, Killena 
Post Office, Gorey, Co. Wexford, said that he 
was satisfied from photographs and docu- 
ments that the deceased man was his brother, 
whom he mentioned he had not seen for the 
past twenty-one years, 

The medical evidence was to the effect that 
death was due to asphyxia caused by drown- 


Ing. 
CORONER'S REMARKS. 

The Coroner, returning a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the medical evidence, expressed 
the opinion thet the act was self-committed 
while the deceased man was suffering fron 
temporary insanity. He referred to the 
conduet of Miss Betty Doyle in not com: 


municating with someone while there was 
time to prevent the man from committing 
this rash act. He sympathised with the 


relatives of the deceased man, 
Sergeant Gilmertin associated himself with 
the Corener’s expression of sympathy,

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Scots and Irish. 


One of the most remarkable controversies 
of modern times has arisen as a result 
of the recent protest by representatives 
of the Protestant Churches in Scotland 
against the uncontrolled -immigration: of 
Irishmen into that country. The deputa- 
tion that waited on the British Govern- 
ment produced some surprising statistics. 
Between 1881 and 1901, it said, the Irish 
population had increased by 324 per cent. 
as against a native increase of only 184 
per cent. During the twenty years between 
1901 and 1921 the anomaly had become 
even more striking ; for, while the Scottish 
population had risen by only 6 per cent., 
the Irish had multiplied by 39 per cent. 
Since 1921, although official figures are 
not available, it seems that the native 
population actually has been falling, 
whereas the increase in the number of 
Irish settlers continues at a steady rate. 
This condition of affairs has given rise to 
some anxiety in Scotland. If it is allowed 
to continue, the Scots representatives 
argue, Scotland will tend to become 
almost entirely Irish, particularly in the 
manufacturing areas. The Irish colony 
constitutes a quarter of the total popula- 
tion of Glasgow, while there is a sub- 
stantial number of Irish in almost every 
town in Lanarkshire. The Scots declare 
that 70 per cent. of all relief money in 
the Glasgow area goes to Irish recipients. 
In the circumstances they urge that the 
quota system shall be adopted and that 
the two Irish Governments shall be 
required to take back all Irish paupers. 

During the last fifty years there has been 
a more or less constant stream of Irish, 
immigration, and formerly it was en- 
couraged by Scottish employers. The 
Dundee jute manufacturers, on the look- 
out for cheap labour, imported large 
numbers of Irish workers, and many of 
the farmers followed suit. When the war: 
began virtually every able-bodied Scotsman 
volunteered for service; emigration irom 
Ireland to the United States was stopped, 
and thousands of Irish labourers found 
remunerative employment in the Scottish 
industrial towns. After the war the 
majority of these immigrants remained in. 
Scotland, while the native youth began to 
emigrate in large numbers to Canada. 
The British Government encouraged 
emigration schemes, and in this way a 
paradoxical] situation arose. As the Scots 
emigrated, the Irish came in, at a time 
when thoughtjul men in Scotland and 
Ireland alike were becoming alarmed at 
the growing spectre of depopulation. The 
Scots were driven by economic stress to 
Canada, and the Irish, by precisely the 
same force, to Scotland. Nobody desired 
this process ; yet it continued, and is con- 
tinuing to-day. The suggestion of a quota 
creates a situation which is startling in 
the history of these islands. If it should 
be put into force, Scotland and Ireland, 
countries that are bound together by a 
thousand historical and traditional asso- 
ciations, would become as alien from each 
other as are Italy and France. 

No reasonable Irishman will deny that 
‘there is force in the Scottish argument. 
Throughout the West. of Scotland the 
visitor sees the melancholy spectacle of 
derelict iron and steel works, blast 
furnaces rotting away with rust, and 
dozens of abandoned coal pits. The Clyde 
shipyards no longer throb with busy life, 
and the little towns of Lanarkshire are 
dying of decay. Yet strenuous efforts are 
being made to build up the country’s 
shattered fortunes. Those who have work 
to do work hard, and from five o'clock in 
the morning tram-cars and omnibuses are 
filled with men hurrying to their jobs. 
Factories that formerly produced iron cast- 
ings and the like are being converted into 
cement works, and everybody seems to be 
doing his best to hasten a return of 
Scotland s prosperity. The Scots probably 
have the best social services in Europe. 
They have splendid hospitals, first-rate 
free schools, and a generous system of 
poor law and other relief. If it is true 
that the Irish population derives the chief 
advantage from these services, Scotsmen 
cannot be blamed when they show some 
On the other hand, they 
ought not to spoil a fair case by over- 
statement. Many of the most highly 
respected citizens of Glasgow and Edin- 
burgh are Irish Roman Catholics, and the 
famous 5lst Highland Division owed not 
a little to its Irish members. In regard 
to paupers we have no doubt that some 
friendly arrangement could be made ; but 
a quota system would be a lamentable

Peace in China, 


At last China seems to be drawing near 
to peace. The Nationalist revolution has 
swept over the whole land, and the realm 
of the Manchus, from Canton to Peking, 
acknowledges the rule of the 
Kuomintang. Nevertheless, the peace is a 
peace ofexhaustion. The enemies of the re- 
volution have perished through their innate 
ur:fitness to survive. The Kuomintang has 
supplanted them simply because no alterna- 
tive government was feasible. In Nanking 
the Central Executive meets; but so far 
lacking are its members in that high con- 
fidence which ought to be the mood of the 
victors that it seems impossible to bring 
together a quorum. The Shanghai Corre- 
spondent of The Times says that petty 
jealousy still reigns. The Centre of the 
party refuses to attend the meetings of 
the Executive so long as a representative 
to whom they take exception is admitted. 
This representative is Chen Kung-po, a 
young man who has sprung into the light 
as the founder of a periodical which is 
carrying on vigorous. criticism of the 
Nanking Administration. If the Centre 
refuses to go into conference with the 
minority, and thus prevents the assembly 
of a quorum indefinitely, -constitutional 
control of the Administration. will be. 
suspended. Meanwhile the Administra- 
tion grows in unpopularity. © Its: critics

allege that peculation has been‘ rife. — It ‘is 
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| said, for example, that the Eastern Army 
Group, which was supposed to sweep along 
the coast in the march on Peking, never 
existed save on paper, although huge sums 
were set aside for its maintenance. The 
people are in a mood to resent even the 
colour of extravagance. Feng Yu-hsiang, 
the ‘‘ Christian general,’’ is playing skil- 
fully upon public feeling. He “wears 
threadbare clotlies and refuses to travel 
in any more luxurious vehicle than a 
motor lorry. He abstains from shaying, 
and recently rose from table declaring 
that he could not eat good food while the 
populace was starving. The story is told 
that he held up a three-dollar piece and 
said: ‘‘ This is all that I got from the 
Northern expedition ; how much did others 
get?’ He stands aloof from the quarrelling 
groups, and seems to expect a swing-over 
of popularity to himself. General Chiang 
Kai-shek seems to be distracted. He re- 
presents the more conservative group, but 
victory has favoured the Left. From 
Moscow Mr. Eugene Chen has telegraphed 
an appeal for the adhesion of the 
Kuomintang to an alliance with Bolshevist 
Russia. Striving to fortify the Right, 
General Chiang Kai-shek has left Nanking 
for Shanghai, where he is pleading with 
the moving spirits of the Cantonese rising 
to assist him in the safeguarding of the 
revolutionary position. Meanwhile China 
breathes a strange air of tranquillity. She 
sees her new rulers quarrelling and in- 
triguing with all the zest of the old, 
decadent régime; but as her blind, dumb 
impulses brought unity, so now they are 
striving aftér economic recovery in the 
politicians’ despite. 


Women Athletes. 


Nowadays women compete with men in 
all forms of sport except football; for the 
world still holds, with Shakespeare, that 
breaking of legs is no fit sport for ladies. 
It is certain that the sex, as a whole, has 
gained vastly by this emancipation. More- 
over, women have shown that in some 
sports which demand a union of skill with 
physical activity—such as lawn tennis and 
golf—they can come very near to the 
highest masculine standards. Yet the 
story of the present Olympic Games 
suggests that the modern. sportswoman’s 
zeal may carry her too far. The 800 
metres race for women at Amsterdam, 
which was won by a German girl, may 
have shortened some of the competitors’ 
lives by months, or even by years. The 
terrific ordeal left them in a state of 
complete collapse, and photographs of the 
finish show faces which are Medusan 
masks of agony and fatigue. Describing 
this race, the Correspondent of The Times 
said that the process of beating world 
records seemed to be dangerous. ‘‘ The 
half-dozen prostrate and obviously dis- 
tressed forms lying on the grass at the 
side of the track after the race may not 
warrant a complete condemnation of the 
girl athletic championships, but they 
certainly suggest unpleasant possibilities.”’ 
Men often injure themselves permanently 
as a result. of violent exertion. The 
chances of such injury are greater—and 
the results probably more serious—in the 
case of women. In the first place, a 
woman’s reserves of physical strength 
aré smaller. In the next place, her large 
fund of nervous force enables he~ to strive 
“till she ‘drops’’—by’ which time irre- 
parable mischief may have been done. It 
is a disquieting thought that dozens of 
women. may have overstrained themselves 
in their efforts to qualify for an appear- 
ance at Amsterdam, and that a new 
generation may suffer thereby. During 
the Games‘a band of Dutch, British, 
German and French physicians has been 
studying the mechanism of the human 
body in action. If its conclusions 
denounce running and jumping as sports 
for women, the Olympic Committee ought 
to remove all such contests from future 
programmes. We note with pleasure that 
they find no place in the programme of 
the Tailteann Games. 


Tourists’ Manners. 


The present owner of Myrtle Grove, 
Youghal—famous for its associations with 
Sir Walter Raleigh and Spenser--finds 
herself unable to admit casual visitors. 
She explains that the house is so small 
that such invasion would destroy her 
privacy. The Youghal Urban Council, 
while it may regret Mrs. Arbuthnot’s de- 
cision, seems to appreciate her difficulty ; 
and, perhaps, some working compromise 
may be arranged. In the Council's dis- 
cussion of the matter, which we reported 
yesterday, Mr. Fowkes mentioned a recent 
incident at Myrtle Grove. It seems that 
a party of Americans—not ordinary 
persons, he said, but “big guns’’—was 
admitted to the grounds, and behaved 
rather as Assyrians or locusts than as 
reverent spectators of an historic abode. 
“Trees were broken, plants removed, and 
bits of the house itself taken away as 
curios. On another occasion a set of 
Elizabethan pipes and other valuable 
articles disappeared.’’ We have heard 
Similar reports from other parts of 
Ireland. The thirst for “souvenirs ' seems 
to be a peculiarly American weakness. 
Minor forms of rudeness and thoughtless- 
ness are too common among tourists of all 
nations, and Irish tourists in Ireland are 
not exempt from them. The holiday spirit, 
perhaps, causes people to become irre- 
sponsible. They are away from home; 
most of them will not pass that way again, 
and— 

Satan finds some mischief still

Nevertheless, such conduct ought not to be 
taken lightly. It is a miserable reward 
for the kindness of property-owners, and 
those who behave thus are, in act, if not in 
thought, thoroughly selfish persons. Too 
oiten they deprive others of the privilege 
which they have abused; for, as a result 
of destruction, theft or litter, many pro- 
prietors of famous houses and beautiful 
demesnes have been compelled to lock them 
against tourists of every description. In 
this holiday season a warning alike to our 
own people and to the strangers within 
our gates may not be untimely,

AN ENGLISH VISITOR'S 
BRAVERY, |

NEW YORK, Monday. 
_ Mr. Leslie Wright, of Birmingham, who 
is on a yisit to his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Dennis King, the well-known American 
actor, nearly lost his life yesterday in a 
plucky and successful attempt to save the 
life of a little girl, whose horse had bolted 
with her. 

In company with some other residents 
of Great Neck, a pretty Lony Island 
hamlet, popular as a residence among suc- 
cessful actors, Mr. Wright and Mr. King 
were out riding on Sunday afternoon, 
when a black horse came dashing by at 
breakneck speed, with a little girl clinging 
tightly in terror. 

Both: men immediately spurred after the 
runaway, and Mr. Wright's mare being “ne 
faster caught up the. black, and. Mr. 
Wright grabbed the girl. As he did so, 
however, he was pulled from his saddle, 
and he and the child rolled to the ground, 
amid the lashing hoofs’ of the kicking 
horses. 

Mr. Wright rolled over to protect the 
girl and received severe injuries,. which 
were later diagnosed. in hospital as-a 
broken shoulder and lacerations to head 
and body. The doctors, however, are satis- 
fied that he wil] recover. 

An eye-witness declares that the girl 
would almost certainly have been killed 
but for the promptness of her rescuer in 
protecting her with his own body. 


NINE KILLED IN 
COLLISION. 


PIPE WRECKS TWO TRAINS 
IN U.S. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONLENT. 
ILLINOIS, Monday. 
It is officially announced that nine 
persons wére killed and twelve seriously 
injured in a railway collision near here 
to-day. : 
The accident was caused by a pipe which 
had been dropped across the track of the 
north-bound train by a goods train.

A special party from Lens, consisting 
of General Sir William Hickie and the 
chief party organisers, first went to Guil- 
lemont, which was en féte for the recep- 
tion. .A streamer with the words Vivre 
l’Irelande was stretched across the street, 
which was black with the crowds who 
had come to greet the pilgrims. 

The Mayor of the town, who welcomed 
the visitors from the 16th Division two 
years ago, hoped that the pleasant. rela- 
tions between France and Ireland will 
long continue. 

Sir William Hickie thanked the Mayor 
and the townspeople for their hearty

THE PROHIBITION ISSUE 
From “Tug ‘Times ” ConmESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, ‘Monday. 


The oppressive heat wave, from which 
rainstorms during the night 
temperatures to-day have brought welcome 
relief, has left politicians incapable of 
sustained activities, and there have been 
few fresh developments during the week- 
end. . Mr, Hoover has completed his speech 
accepting the Republican, nomination for 
the Presidency. This runs to 8,500 words, 
and final arrangements. have been ma 
for its delivery at Palo Alto, in California, 
to a vast audience which will. probably 
exceed 100,000. es 

As the campaign proceeds the’ prohibi- 
tion issue assumes increasing: importance, 
‘and the cleavage between the two parties 
on this question is becoming more sharply 
defined. The. special “dry” committee, 
instructed by the ‘National Conference on 
Prohibition’ to attend the Republican and 
Democratic Conventions, has now published 
a report. which is very helpful to the 
Republican cause. . 

After expressing the view that these 
Yonventions marked an epoch in the 
struggle for a “sober America” and the 
outlawry of the saloon and the liquor 
traffic, the report characterises, the. results 


of the Republican Convention as com- 


pletely satisfactory, because the platform 
declares, without equivocation, for the 
vigorous enforcement and maintenance of 
the eighteenth amendment, and Mr. 
Hoover is firmly committed to that policy. 
It finds some comfort in the victory which, 
after a notable struggle, secured the 
insertion: of a “dry” plank in the: Demo- 
cratic platform, but laments that this 
achievement was completelv nullified by 
Mr. Smith’s subsequent telegram, which 
repudiated the enforcement plank. 

The report then recites at length Mr. 
Smith’s legislative and administrative 
record on the liquor: question, arraigns 
him as the consistent servant of the s-loon 
and liquor traffic and of Tammanv Hall, 
and calls upon the voters who believe in 
the integrity of the Constitution to work 
for his defeat.

Their reports completely disprove the

There has been no special 
mobilisation on either side, and the only 
frontier “ incidents ” are minor affairs 
due to the patriotic exuberance of indivi- 
duals. 

The Poles complain that the Lithua- 
nians persist in moving back, under cover 
of darkness, the wooden posts which mark 
the frontier, while the Lithuanians accuse 
the Poles of moving ,them forward in 
similar circumstances. 

The Lithuanian authorities are con- 
vinced that it would be national suicide 
to provoke a conflict, but they maintain 
their claim to Vilna.

PEACEFUL FRONTIER. 


POLAND PURSUING EVEN 
TENOUR OF ITS WAY. 


From Our Own ConRESPONDENT. 
VILNA, Monday. 
Across fifty miles of Polish-Lithuanian 
no man’s land’’ that half encircles 
Vilna I have motored and have seen no 
sign of impending military operations 
directed against Lithuania. 

From Kerhjanelv to Lejpuny I found 
Polish frantier guards under civil authori- 
ties the only armed occupants. They 
administer a stretch of five to ten miles 
beyond the border, where, technically 
(and sometimes actually), a state of war 
They average 
about three men to one kilometre of a 
country that is hilly, wooded and dotted 
with lakes and rivers. 


“ MERE EXERCISES.” 

There is only one brigade of 1.600 men 
on the entire frontier and one guard corps 
in charge of the northern border from 
Russia to East Prussia. Apart from the 
substantial Vilna garrison, there is no 
regular Polish army unit to be seen 
fifteen miles from the frontier. 
which is almost as close to Lithuania as 
to the Sevict frontier, has one division of 
Poles engaged in manceuvres, which M. 
Reshkewitz,. Vice-Premier of Poland and 
Civil Governor, qualified as “ mexe exer- 
cises; a regular annual event.“ 

If Poland has decided to lance the 
seven years’ old boil by starting war, as 
Kovno has convinced the terrified border 
population, the Polish General Staff is 
keeping its secrets well. 

Premier Waldemaras complains _— of 
heavy detachments of Polish infantry and 
artillery at Swianciny, which is explained 
on the ground that every year: Vilna holds 
artillery practice there. 


DERELICT ROADS. 

The old Russian post road from the 
Ukraine to Memel; by way of Vilna and 
Kovno, would bring tears to the eyes of 
Catherine the Great, whose pride it was. 
Like all roads in the Dnieper region. it is 
planted with great poplars, all that is left 
of imperial glory.: Pre-war Russia let it 
go to pot as a means of defence and a road 
of military value. 

Almost unique in the world, Vilna city, 


“í 


1 which has a population of 200,000, has but 


one single navigable road leading in and 
out. In 1915 the Germans repaired short 
stretches of the road, but the Poles did not. 
bother, because it leads nowhere, now that 


Lithuania has hermetically sealed the 
frontier. There is a direct read from 
Kovno to ‘thte * border. With an army 


fifteen times the size.of the Lithuanian 
forces, the Poles could easily seize it. The 
railroad to Kovno runs parallel. 


THE UNFAMILIAR MOTOR CAR. 


The only excitement furnished durinz 
my trip was by a shaggy little pony which 
Polish peasants drove, yoked to a little 
four-wheeled cart. Apparently this histori- 
ca] road, which goes nowhere, has not seen 
petrol cars for years, because horses shied 


and rearéd at the sight of my “Tin 
Lizzie’’; while squat peasant women with 
their ‘kerchiefs over their heads, and 
blonde males bundled in sheepskins, 
roared bloodcurdling  imprecations from 
the ditches. Even the better-bred nags, 
drawing the gentry in little traps, 


whinnied in distress. 

The Polish gentry is out in force in this 
region, apparently not believing that 
Marshal Pilsudski will loose war dogs on 
the eve of what Poland believes will be a 
drastic Leacue of Nations decision against 
Lithuania. 

The great Palace of Landworruw is filled 
with a house party of Warsaw's smart set, 
who are having a good time less than five 
miles from the frontier. 


DAUNTLESS BOY SCOUTS. 


The Empress. Catherine’s road is de- 
serted, because last week marauding 
Lithuanian Schaulies ambushed and killed 
a Polish’ guard. Apprehension increased 
when observation posts reported that there 
were Schaulies al] along the line boasting 
of a new type of ammunition belt and 
English rifles instead of old Russian pop- 
guns. 

The young lieutenant in command of the 
Polish detachment of Rejkondy is bored to 


death by orders from Warsaw to send half 


of his soldiers for maneuvres inside the 
country. “ The worst is that you cannot 
ever tel] what they are up to: anything 
may happen,” he said, pointing to the 
bend in the road, behind which a 
Lithuanian detachment might have been 
hidden. | 

Something did happen. Marching down 
the road came forty Lithuanian Boy 
Scouts. “Halt!” cried the Polish sentry, 
in amazement. an 

“We are going to Vilna to visit our 
national capital,” piped the Scout leader, 
dauntlessly, evidently primed by some 
ironic jokester in Kovno. He produced a 
school map proving that Lithuania extends 
as far as Russia. 


THE COCAINE ROUTE. 
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Lithuanians, refusing to recognise the 
existing frontier, spent every night moving 
the wooden Polish frontier marks a mile or 
two inside the Polish frontier. : 

The guards Are also greatly bothered 
with smuggiers, as is on the main 
underground cocaine line from Germany to 
Russia.

LITHUANIANS ANXIOUS TO 
AVOID WAR. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDFNT. 
KOVNO, Monday. 

In a two-seater Scout ‘plane, “provided 
by the Lithuanian General Staff and 
accompanied by an escort, I have flown 
for four hours along the Lithuanian- 
Polish border in order to see whether 
Polish allegations that Lithuania is con- 
centrating troops on the border are true. 

Leaving Kovno, we followed the railway 
to the border town of Vievis, turning 
directly north and skirting the border to 
Sirvintes, where the line abruptly turns 
east to Joniskis, At Joniskis the border 
‘cain turns north-east, making a direct 
line towards the Latvian town of Dvinsk. 

We did not fly all the way to the 
Latvian frontier. Instead we turned west 
at Lake Tauragna over the town of Utena, 
one of the headquarters of the Lithuanian 
border police. Then we turned back to 
the town of Vilhomir, where a regiment 
of infantry is stationed. 


NO MILITARY ACTIVITY. 

Despite the fact that we were obliged to 
follow a zig-zag course to avoid rain 
squalls, visibility on the trip was good. 
At no point along the Lithuanian frontier 
did I see any troops, and, with the excep- 
tion of a few farmers’ wagons, the high- 
ways were empty. 

1 did not see any activity on the Polish 
side of the line. The line wanders 
through a farming country and through 
forests, crossing a lake occasionally. It 
is one of the most indefinite boundary 
lines in north-east Europe. At some 
points the Poles have constructed three- 
foot poles to mark the boundary, but they 
are invisible from the air. The boundary 
is 1,417 kilometres long. 

This being the first time a foreigner had 
viewed the frontier by aeroplane, before 
the start I was asked what portion of the 
line I wanted to see. Since the cause of 
the present crisis are Polish concentra- 
tions at the town of Svenshiony, eighty 
kilometres north-east of Vilna, I picked 
this portion of the frontier because of the 
Polish claim that the Lithuanians have 
been mobilising there. The Lithuanian 
General Staff denied this, and I checked 
the denial, proving it to be correct. 


PEACE PRECAUTIONS. 

I can report that there is no possibility 
of a conflict being provoked there by tho 
Lithuanians, who know it would be 
national suicide. Because of the growing 
number of border incidents, Lithuania, 
five years ago, withdrew her soldiers from 
the frontier and concentrated them in 
varrisons. She replaced the soldiers by 
frontier police, who are older men and 
live im villages on the frontier. There 
are 1,200 of these police, with two 
stationed at posts about a _ kilometre 
apart, along the frontier. 

These police say that most of the fron. 
tier incidents are caused by Polish troops 
moving their posts forward a kilometre 
or so during the night. At some points 
along the frontier, they declare, three or 
four kilometres of territory have been 
acquired in this manner. 


STILL CLAIMS VILNA. 

To avoid con‘icts the Lithuanians have 
ordered their aeroplanes to avoid flying in 
the direction of the frontier. The flight 
we made to-day was sanctioned only be- 
cause the General Staff is anxious to 
prove that the last thing Lithuania wants 
is war. 

Although denying mobilisation, it is 
emphasised at the same time that 
Lithuania cannot! surrender her claim to 
Vilna. 

The Lithuanian Army at present con- 
sists of three divisions, including nine 
regiments of infantry, three or artillery, 
three of cavalry and thirty aeroplanes.

WORK FOR 10,000 MEN. 
BRITISH WORKLESS 


EAGER TO GO. . 


-“ 
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Bank Holiday was spent not in festivity, 
but in making application and in undergoing 
medical examination, on the part of hundreds 
of workless miners and other unemployed 
workers in Great Britain who are eager to 
take prompt advantage of the Government 
scheme to assist 10,000 men to go to Canada 
for harvest work. It was on Saturday that 
agreement was reached finally wi the 
Canadian Immigration pen ts and it 
was decided to put the scheme immediately 
into force. To that end Labour gc RW 
in distressed areas were kept open specially 
yesterday, as also were the ofhces of shipping 
companies who are arranging the transport of 
those who intend to go, and the offices of the 
Canadian Emigration Department in various 
parts of Great Britain. 

As August 18 is the latest date for sailing, 
there is no time to be lost. Hence the Bank 
Holiday activity. These official steps have 
proved to be fully in keeping with the feeling 
of those who desire to take advantage of the 
scheme. 
| THE FIRST HARVESTER. 

Immediate response is reported from the 
principal industrial centres of the Mairt 
affected by industrial depression. Althou 
workless miners are the special object of the 
scheme, other workers who have found it 
difficult to secure employment have seized 
immediately the opportunity now presented, 
and at Liverpool yesterday morning the 
White Star Line booked the first harvester. 
Unemployed men of Merseyside were among 
the earliest applicants yesterday, 600 from the 
Liverpool district volunteering immediately, 
and 300 at once passing the medical examina- 
tion. ~ Contingents of applicants also pre- 
sented themselves from other Lancashire 
towns. The manager of the Labour Exchange 
said—‘‘ A large party arrived from Oldham 
and Salford, numbering 150.” The Liver- 
pool men who have passed the doctor will 
Ea mé for Canada on the next liner. 
hese Liverpool men will be probably the 
first to leave the country, since it hae not 
yet been decided from which port other 
applicants from the north will sail. 

It was at nine o'clock yesterday morning 
that the White Star Line booked the first 
harvester under the scheme, John A. Craig. 
a gardener, of Gateacre, Liverpool, who will 
sall from Liverpool for Canada on the 
Regina on Friday. At the Wigan Labour 
Exchange young miners of robust piysique 
lined up, and during the day 200 signed on. 
NUMEROUS GLASGOW APPLICANTS. 

Over 1,000 applications have been received 
by the Labour Exchange officials in Glasgow. 
The men are drawn from the west of 
Scotland industrial belt, and there has 
been a splendid response from the 
Lanarkshire unemployed miners. There 
ls also a good quota of unemployed 
engineering and alhed tradesmen. ihe 
appiicants are being interviewed and medically 
examined in Glasgow at once. The first con- 
tingent leaves for Canada at the end of this 
week. 

Tnere was a steady flow of applicants at 
the Sheftield Kmployment Exchange. Many 
men were miners, but there were also steel- 
workers, who have suffered from the slump 
in Sheftield’ trades. Two hundred and fifty 
men who applied last week were invited 
specially for interviews with the Canadian 
Government representatives and medically 
examined. They were keen to be accepted 
and anxious for a chance to make good. Few 
have had previous experience of farming, but 
one said: ‘‘'The work cannot be worse than 
in the pit.” New applicants continued to 
present’ themselves during the day and more 
are expected to-day. Sheffield is the inter- 
viewing centre of a large district, including 
Grimsby, Gainsborough, Mexborough and the 
ming districts. No figures are yet available 
lrom the surrounding area, 

EARLY QUEUES IN CARDIFF. 

Several hundred men presented themselves 
at the Labour Exchanges in Cardiff. <A big 
percentage were young, unemployed miners, 
who began forming queues as early as nine 
o'clock, It is anticipated that there will be 
a still heavier rush to-day and on Wednesday, 
At Birmingham the beal offices of the 
shipping companies kept open all day to 
facilitate the scheme, 
STEADY FLOW FROM MIDLANDS. 
Men anxious to take advantage of the 
opportunity arrived in a steady flow from 
Midland mining areas to be interviewed by 
the Canadian Government Midland agent and 
the Ministry of Labour officials at Birming- 
ham. It was stated that some four hundred 
examinations had taken place. Generally the 
me, are suitable for the work, although some 
had to be rejected on physical grounds. 
There was a steady flow of men at the 
Newcastle Labour Exchange. The men 
selected sail from Liverpool next week. Most 
of the men were miners, but there were also 
shipyard and other workers. An official 
of the Labour Exchange stated last night 
that there had been a splendid response. 
Although the total number of applicants had 
not been ascertained, it would be larger than 
the number required. Nottinghamshire 
miners are not enthusiastic about the scheme. 
Reports from local employment exchanges 
yesterday disclose that less than one hundred 
miners in the county have applied. Many, 
however, are ineligible because of inability to 
fulfil the condition that while absent they 
must mainfain their wives and families in 
Great Britain.

COOK’S OPINION. 
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“ MOST INSULTING SCHEME.” 
Mr. A. J. Cook, speaking at Dowlais, 
Glamorgan, yesterday, said that the Govern- 
ment were admitting that their policy had 
created an unemployment problem of over a 
quarter of a million redundant men in the 
mining industry, for which they suggested 
emigration as a remedy, an insensible method 
of dealing with such a serious problem. The 
most disgusting feature was the attempt to 
make them believe that there was immediate 
room in Canada, and an immediate demand 
for 10,000 harvesters in connection with the 
scheme. 

In the first place, the wages scheme was 
wrong. .In the second place, he had received 
information from the union representatives 
in Canada that there was already a surplus 
of men unemployed there now. He would not 
support any scheme that did not give full 
protection to our men and security against 
being left stranded in our colonies. On the 
other hand, he would oppoge it for all it 
was worth, because he believed that the 
Government had deliberately deceived the 
unemployed in this suggestion of theirs.

shire. The discovery was made by his wife. 

After luncheon, Mr. Matthews went to the 
gun-room, and a few minutes later a report 
was heard. Mrs. Matthews rushed to the 
room and found her husband lying on the 
ground dead.- A double-barrelled sporting 
gun lay beside him 

Mr. Matthews, who was a native of Wor- 
cestershiré, was sixty-seven years of age, and 
early in life practised-as a solicitor.

DETAILS OF THE RESCUE 
BY STEAMER. 


From Our Own ‘CoRRESPONDENT. 
OPORTO, Monday. 
The Polish airman, Major Idzikowski, 


| told me his story to-day of his unsuccess- 


ful attempt to cross the Atlantic, and how 
his aeroplane, Marshal Pilsudski, fell into 
the sea. 

“We had already flown a considerable 
distance,’’ he said, “having been in the 
air thirty-one hours on our flight to New 
York, when we discovered that the oil 
lead was not working properly. We imme- 
diately investigated, and found that it was 
impossible to repair the damage in the air. 
So we regretfully decided to retrace our 
flight. 

“We turned back with heavy hearts, as 
we believe we should have been able to 
reach New York in a few more hours. The 
return flight was made with great 
difficulty, but we fought our way back 
until we sighted the steamer Samos eighty 
miles south of Cape Finisterre. 

“At the moment we sighted the Samos 
our motor was no longer working. We 
sent out signals of distress and the Samos 
lowered a boat, by the side of which we 
endeavoured to alight. We came down 
badly, the machine being almost over- 
turned, but a fortunate gust of wind 
righted it. However, as the motor was 
not working, the plane fel] heavily, both 
wings being broken off and both of us were 
thrown into the water. The crew of the 
smal] boat eventually pulled us out safe 
and sound.” 

KUBALA’S ACCIDENT. 

Major Idzikowski and his companion, 
Kubala, then boarded the Samos, and the 
damfiged ’plane was hoisted aboard. Dur- 
ing this operation Kubala slipped on the 
deck, fracturing and tearing the muscles 
of the right forearm, although not 
seriously. 

The airmen, with their damaged ‘plane, 
were landed at the little port of Leixoes 
yesterday. They were met by the Marquis 
Ficalho, the Adjutant-General Craveiro- 
lopes, and the military Governor of 
Oporto. Kubala was taken to the military 
hospital, where the surgeon dressed his 
wounds. He remained in the hospital all 
night, but was able to leave to-day. 

Both airmen express their intention of 
making a second attempt to fly the 
Atlantic when the conditions are more 
favourable.

POLICE.

NEW HOME OFFICE ORDER. 


One of the most remarkable changes in 
police procedure in recent years has been 
caused by a Home Office Order to the 
London Metropolitan Police, the main 
point of which is that, in future, no 
detective or policeman shall interrogate 
any person without informing him, or her, 
of the nature of the statement, or its 
possible consequences. 

The change follows a statement made 
in the House of Commons by the Home 
Secretary, and arises out of the Savidge 
(Hyde Park) case, writes an Kvening 
News correspondent. 

No official declaration could be 
obtained from Scotland Yard yesterday, 
as the chiefs were away; nc> was the 
Home Secretary at home. 

The police themselves are staggered at 
the significance of the new order. The 
text of it could not be obtained from 
Scotland Yard. Such orders are secret. 
The detective who is interrogating a 
thief will have to inform the thief, as 
always has been done, that anything said 
may be used in evidence. But under the 
new order possible witnesses will have to 
be warned, too, of the risk that a piece of 
testimony may entail. The view of the 
police is that warning will amount to 
this: ‘‘ I am asking you to make a state- 
ment if you so desire ; but, of course, you 
need not offer me any facts about this 
affair. I am specifically told to give you 
a hint that vou had better keep your 
mouth closed.”’ | 


THE EISTEDDFOD. 


AMBULANCE MEN ON STRIKE. 
There was a record attendance at the Welsh 
National Eisteddfod, which opened at 
Treorchy, Rhondda Valley, yesterday, 
Twenty-five bands competed in the brass 
band contest. which was attended by 
thousands of people. ; 

A flag woven by children of eleven nations 
in a school at Scranton, America, and 
described as “the banner of the League ol 
Nations,"’ was presented to the Eisteddtod by 
Mr. Edgar Jones, a Welsh-American, on 
behalf of exiled Welshmen as a symbol of 
their enduring patriotism. 

Men's teams entered for the ambulance 
competitions when asked at the gates for an 
entrance fee to the grounds of two shillings 
decided to go on strike. Accordingly they 
went away to the riverside, and there held 
a competition of their own. They were 
supported in their attitude by doctors and 
ambulance leaders, who held that the sacrifices 
made in order to advance ambulance work 
should be appreciated to the extent of giving 
the men free admission to the grounds. A 
similar difficulty at Swansea two years ago 
was avoided by the payment of the teams 
fees by Sir Herbert Lewis, the Chief Commis- 
sioner for Wales. 

Later in the day Sir Rhys Williams inter- 
ceded on behalf of the ambulance. men, and 
it was agreed to stage the ambulance com- 
petitions to-day. 


MOTOR-BOAT RACING AT 
SOUTHAMPTON,

AN EXCITING INCIDENT. 


Count Johnston-Noad, in his boat, Miss 
Betty, won the second race of the three for 
the Duke of York’s international trophy for 
motor-boats, at Southampton yesterday, 
covering the 30 miles in 59 mins. 42secs. His 
only adversary, Mr. F. T. Bersey’s Little 
Bela did the course in 59mins. 58secs. The 
respective average speeds were 30.1 knots and 
30.2 knots. 

Little Bela won the first race of the series 
on Saturday. The only two entrants for 
this, the Blue Riband of speed-boat racing, 
now stand level, each having 8 points. Every- 
thing now depends on to-day’s race. 

An accident was narrowly averted yester- 
day at the end of the eighth lap, when Little 
Rela, well behind the other boat, found a 
large motor-boat, packed with people, cross- 
ing her bow only a few yards distant, and 
with engine trouble. Little Bela made to go 
outside this craft. when the pilot of the latter, 
having adjusted his engine, sped off, forcing 
Little Bela’s pilot to deviate from his course 
considerably, and go inside, thus losing speed 
and time. 

Count Johnston-Noad nearly Jost the race, 
because at the end of the ninth lap, under 
the impression that it was the last, he slowed 
down as he approached the winning post, 
waved his arms in jubilation to the officials 
on the pier. and, instead of turning rapidly, 
went straight ahead. When he noticed that 
the finishing gun had not gone off he realised 
his mistake, turned quickly, and dashed off 
on the last lap, making a splendid finish.

GULF STREAM. 


FLOWING THE 
WRONG WAY. 


NO EFFECT ON THE 
WEATHER, 


The report by the captains of two 
Atlantic liners that they found the Gulf 
Stream flowing westward instead of east- 
ward between longitude 40 West and longi- 
tude 50 West is keenly discussed in 
meteorological and seafaring circles. It 
is a phenomenon. No such remarkable 
change of course is on record. 

It seems to be fairly well established 
that the reversal of the course of the Gulf 
Stream is purely local. It is probably 
caused by eddies created by strong winds. 

There is no suggestion that there is any 
connection between the sudden break in 
the weather conditions in this country and 
the phenon.enonh in mid-Atlantic. 

NEVER OCCURRED BEFORE. 

Sir Napier Shaw, the well-known 
meteorologist, told the Evening Standard 
yesterday that he had never heard of a 
similar occurrence before. “The Gulf 
Stream is one of the most important ocean 
currents in the world, and circulates round 
and round in middle Atlantic, branching 
off wherever there i; room. The region 
where it is said to have been flowing in 
the opposite direction to its usual course 
is one of the most interesting regions of 
the Atlantic from the point of view of the 
currents. 

‘Tt is impossible to say very much 
about the change in the absence of more 
detailed information. This you can say— 
that it will have no effect upon our 
weather here. If, instead of coming 
round by Iceland and Greenland, it were 
to come down from Labrador, we might 
know something about it.” 


NO EFFECT ON THE WEATHER. 

An Air Ministry weather expert said 
that it was possible for such a phenomenon 
to have a slight effect upon the tempera- 
ture, but not appreciable endugh to be 
felt in Ireland or Great Britain. 

“The Gulf Stream has no such effect 
upon our weather, as is popularly sup- 
posed,” he said. “ It does certainly have 
some influence upon the temperature, but 
that is very slight. It will have nothing to 
do whatever with our recent changes of 
weather.”’ 

The two liners referred to were the 
Homeric and the Majestic. Captain 
Parker, of the Homeric, says that his ship 
must have been “on the extreme limit of 
the Gulf Stream, where the currents be- 
came greatly diffused.’’ 

The Gulf Stream flows from the Gulf of 
Mexico and in a north-eastward direction, 
following the eastern coast of North 
America and thence from the banks of 
Newfoundland, across the Atlantic. Some 
of it goes up the Norwegian coast to 
Spitzbergen, part to France and Spain.

CONGRATULATIONS ON 
WORK DONE.

ROME, Monday. 
The Pope has received in audience 
Father Gianfranceschi, who accompanied 
General.

His Holiness displayed much 
interest in all the details and vicissitudes 
of the flight, and congratulated Father 
Gianfranceschi on the work done. 
His Holiness also asked him to convey 
his warmest congratulations to General 
Nobile for having planted the sign of 
Christendom on the North Pole, and senc 
General Nobile a large gold medal as a 
mark of his satisfaction. 

NO THIRD MAN SEEN. 

OSLO, Monday. 
The Krassin has arrived at Tromsoe, 
and was cheered by the vessels in port. 
A most interesting interview was obtained 
from Dr. Adolf Hoel, a Norwegian 
scientist, who was on board during the 
whole of the rescue work. He said that 
the Russian crew and airmen were very 
efficient. 
He was asked about the much-discussed 
incident of the finding of Majors Mariane 
and Zappi by the airman, Tchukhnovsky. 
Dr. Hoel said that he felt sure there were 
only two men on the 'ice, and that the 
third figure was a pair of trousers, as 
stated by Major Zappi. ‘They found the 
trousers when they took the two Italians 
on board. 
Zappi was in comparatively good condi- 
tion when picked up, but the physician 
on board the Krassin said that Mariano 
would probably not have been alive had 
he not been rescued til] twelve hours 
later. 
When Tchukhnovsky discovered Majors 
Zappi and Mariano the weather was some- 
what misty, and consequently a mistake 
could easily be made as to the third 
figure. The film taken by Tchukhnovsky, 
said Dr. Hoel, would settle the question 
once for all. The film was still on board 
the Krassin. 
_ The icebreaker is proceeding to 
Stavanger to-night for repair work, which 
will probably last three or four days. 


DAUNTLESS COURT- 
MARTIAL,

CAPTAIN TO BE DISMISSED HIS 
SHIP. 


Captain K. D. N. MacPherson. of H.M.S. 
Dauntless which stranded in Halifax Har- 
bour on July 2nd, was sentenced by court- | 
martial at Portsmouth yesterday to be dis- 
missed his ship, and be reprimanded. The 
allegation was that he negligently, or by de- 
fault, suffered the Dauntless to 4 stranded. 
Among the witnesses was Lieutenant-Com- 
mander T. R. Beatty, the Navigating Officer, 
against whom a court-martial on Saturday 
gave a similar decision. It was alleged 
against Captain MacPherson, who pleaded 
not guilty, that he negligently, or by de- 
tault. suffered the Dauntless to be stranded. 

Afier the prosecution’ had closed Captain 
MacPherson’s friends submitted a written 
‘statement in his defence. - 

Captain MacPherson pointed out the diffi- 
culties of navigation at the time, and the 
fact that they were increased by the tactics 
of the pilot vessel, the thick weather, and 
the possibility of other vessels being in the 
vicinity which kept his attention fuily occu- 
pied. When the course of the ship was 
altered he had no reason to believe that the 
proper course had not been set. He did not 
check the course on the chart, but he sub- 
mitted that the precaution was one which 
any reasonably careful and capable officer 
would have omitted in the circumstances. 
He had every confidence in the Navigating 
Officer, and he argued that, as Captain, he 
was justified in accepting the course given 
him. «He took every precaution to identify 
the buoys. and the soundings were such as 
he expected to have had in the vicinity of 
Neverfail Shoal. 

Captain MacPherson gave evidence in sup- 
port of the written statement, and said that 
he laid his ecards on the table at the first 
opportunity after the grounding. 

Captain A. B. Cunningham, former Chief 
of Staff of the America and West Indies 
Station, who was called for the defence, 
described the similarity in appearance of the 
huoys marking the approaches to Halifax 
Harbour. He added that it was due to the 
energy and vigour displayed by Captain 
MacPherson and the ships’ company that the 
vessel was salved. 

The Court found that Captain MacPherson 
did not, at any time, check the course 
steered, of 355 degrees. the steering of which 
was the cause of the ship’s stranding.

CHEVALIER W. H. GRATTAN 
FLOOD. 


The death took place yesterday, after a 
brief illness, at his residence, Enniscorts . é 
Chevalier William Henry Grattan , te 
Mus.D., K.S.G., an eminent organist an 

i istorian. ' 
gó ms en Lismore, County Waterford, in 
1859, Dr: Flood was the eldest son of William 
Flood and of Catherine, daughter of Andrew 
Fitzsimon, and was educated at Mount 
Melleray, the Catholic University, Dublin; 
All Hallows College, and Carlow College. 
He was successively organist of Belfast Pro- 
Cathedral, professor at Tullabeg and Cor 
gowes Wood Colleges, organist of Thurles 
Cathedral, professor at St. Wilfrid's, Cotton 
Hall, Staffordshire, and at St. Kieran s Col- 
lege, Kilkenny. From 1895 to the time of 
his death he was organist of Enniscorthy

An author of considerable ability, his pub- 
lished works include “ The History of Ennis: 
corthy,”’ “ The Histor Irish Music 
(fourth edition 1927), 

Harp,” ‘‘ The Story i 

“ Memoir of W. Vincent Wallace, é 
History of the Diocese of Ferns — (1916), 
“Introductory Sketch of Irish Musical His- 
tory ” (1921), ‘‘ Memoir of John Field, In- 
ventor of the Nocturne” (1921), “ Early 
Tudor Composers’? (1925), two Masses, 
numerous motets and Services, songs, part 
music and hymns. 

Chevalier Grattan Flood was the editor of 
‘‘Moore’s Irish Melodies,’’ ' The Spirit of 
the Nation,” and “Selected Airs of 
O’Carolan,” and was musical editor of the 
‘Standard Catholic Hymnal for. Ireland. 
He contributed to the “Dictionary of 
National Biography,” ‘‘ Grove’s Dictionary 
of Music and Musicians,” “ The Catholic 
Encyclopedia,” and a number of home and 
foreign periodicals 

He was decorated by Pope Leo XIII., Pope 
Pius X., and Pope Pius XI. The title of 
Chevalier was conferred on him by Pope 
Benedict XV In 1917 he received the Cross 
Pro Heclesia et Pontifice. Ee was a member 
of various learned societies and had a high 
reputation as a lecturer. 

BROADCASTING. : 

During the last twelve months Chevalier 
Flood’s ‘‘ talks ” were an interesting feature 
of the Dublin Broadcasting Station’s pro- 
grammes. In various parts of the country he 
adjudicated at Feiseanna, and he was also 
an adjudicator at the Feis Ceoil competitions. 

As an accompanist, he played at perform- 
ances by some celebrated singers, and for a time 
was a conductor of the D’Oyly Carte Opera 
Company. He read papers at the Gregorian 
Conference in Rome in. 1904; at the Inter- 
national Musical Conference in London in 
1911, and in Paris in 1914, and was President 
of the Pan-Celtic Congress in Brussels in 
1910. 

CHURCH MUSIC. 

Chevalier Grattan Flood was widely recog- 
nised as an authority on Church music, 
and in an especial manner on Gregorian 
chant. One signal testimony of this is to be 
found in the fact that when the monumental! 
Catholic Encyclopedia—the principal work 
of its kind in the English language—was 
being produced in the United States about 
twenty years ago, he was, in common with 
authorities of all countries, invited to write 
a number of articles. His contributions are 
to be found throughout the volumes, and it 
is probably safe to say that they exceed in 
number those that appear from any other of 
his countrymen. He was the first of our 
native musicians to abandon the easy course 
of adapting Irish airs to the general taste of 
the moment, and to devote himself to the 
more scholarly and thankless task of tracing 
their airs back to their earliest, even if it was 
their least sophisticated, origin. 


MR. R. D. BARBOR. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Richard Dawson Barbor, which occurred at 
his residence, Rathmore, Grosvenor road, 
fathmines, on Saturday last at the age of 
cá years. 
Mr. Barbor was one of the oldest and 
most respécted officials in the Royal Bank 
of Ireland. He entered the service consider- 
ably over sixty years ago, and was appointed 
to the managership of the Arran Quay Branch 
in 1872. Mr. Baroor was educated at Portora 
School, and for many years was rarely absent 
from the annual dinner of the old Enniskillen 
boys. He took the keenest interest in all 
athletic sports, having been the champion 
one hundred yards runner of his day. He 
was one of the oldest members of both the 
Leinster and Phenix Cricket Clubs, and was 
a trustworthy bat and an excellent fielder. 
Long after he gave up playing the game him- 
self he continued his membership of those 
clubs, and up to the last he was certain 
to be seen at any match of importance. Of

In politics Mr. Barbor was a Conservative. 
He was a member of St. Matthias’s congrega- 
‘ion, in which church he acted as vestryman. 
Every year he spent his vacation in 
vravelling, and he had visited most of 
the European cities. Although a man 
of some reserve in manner, to those who 
enjoyed the privilege of his personal acquaint- 
ance he was always communicative, and to 
them his society was at all times a pleasure 
In many circles in the city his cheery manner 
and kindly presence will be missed. 


MR. WILLIAM JARDINE, 


The death is announced at Melbourne of 
Mr. William Jardine, son of the late William 
Jardine, of Clanmurry, Dromore, County 
Down. Mr. Jardine served for a time with 
the York street Spinning Company, Belfast, 
qualified as a solicitor, and enjoyed a 
lucrative practice at Dromore, County Down, 
Then: he emigrated to Australia, and joined 
the solicitors’ firm of Jardine and Porter.

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IMPRESSIONS OF THE 
FREE STATE.

The Empire farmers who are touring Great 
Britain and Ireland arrived back in Dublin. 
from Killarney last night, well pleased w 
their tour in the South, and favourably .im-' 

ressed with what they have seen of the 
frish Free State since last Saturd 1: They 
made a tour of Killarney lakes and a drive, 
via Windy Gap and Loo Brige, yesterday 
morning before they left in the afternoon. — 

There has not been a great deal of time 
in which to give anything in the nature of 
intensive studies to Irish agriculture, but it 
was obvious from the comments of some of 
the visitors last night that the faculty of 
observation has been well developed by these 
travellers, some of whom are staying in the 
Four Courts Hotel and some in the Central 
Hotel. 

SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT _. 

Mr. Padwich, who represents the British 
National Union, and is President of the 
Farmers’ Party of Great Britain, is in charge 
of the tour. In the course of a conversation 
with a representative of the /rish Times last 
night, he was enthusiastic in his praise of the 
scenery in the Killarney district. Speaking 
of the country through which he and his 
party had passed, he said that he thought 
it had greatly improved since last he was in 
Ireland a good many years ago. “ 

There were, he said, signs of marked im- 

rovement in cultivation, and indications that 
the land was being better cared for. 
SOUTH AFRICAN DELEGATE’S VIEW. 

Mr. A. J. van Breda (South Africa) said 
that his impressions of Ireland were very. 
favourable. ‘‘ I think,’’ said: he, “ the coun- 
try is as good as any I have visited. I think 
that you have great possibilities in dairyin® 
and rearing. Of course we have not been 
tea the farms, and we cannot say any- 
thing about the stock except in the Agri- 
cultural College in the North of . Ireland, 
where they are doing excellent work. . There 

are making dairying a paying proposi- 
tion, and have very good crops and cattle 
and very nice pigs.” 
ing his: visit. to the Research Station 
in Northern Ireland, Mr. van Breda said 
that there, where among other things they 
specialised in the treatment of animal 
diseases, he learned what they had been 
searching for in South Africa and what he 
never had heard of before. That was a 
remedy for sterility in female animals. : 

“Tf the Irish farmers,’” said he, “ co- 
operate, and have the assistance of the Go- 
vernment, they will very soon be able to 
supply the British Isles with the bacon and 
butter that they are now importing from 
Denmark’’ 


GOVERNMENT ASSISTANCE. 

Mr. F. J. Yelland (Australia) spoke of the 
great interest that the party had found in 
the scenery in the Free State. It was, he 
said, different from any other scenery that 
they had seen during their trip.. He was not 
surprised that so many tourists went to 
Killarney. They had noted, too, the 
amount of agriculture that had been done in 
the country, and were inclined to think that. 
the Free State was suffering from the same 
competition as. England and Scotland, and 
that if England and Scotland were to main- 
tain their standard of living in the primary 
industry of agriculture they would have to 
receive Government assistance. There was 
a tremendous lot of land here that, in their 
Opinion, would be under intensive culture if 
that were a paying proposition. There ap- 
peared to be sufficient labour in the country 
te work all available land, yet this land was 
lying comparatively idle, and a good deal of 
it appeared to be going back to a more or 
less uncultivated state, owing undoubtedly to 
the fact that agriculture was not paying. 

“We are very much impressed with the 
feeling of the people as regards the other 
Dominions,’’ added Mr. Yelland. '. “Their 
sentiments and ours, as dominions, seem to 
correspond, and there appears to be a uni- 
versal desire for further trade within the 
Empire... We have been welcomed here by 
the people, and we have been pleased to 
meet them... They are of a pened character 
und disposition, as we understand them to 
be, warm-hearted and good-natured. We 
have enjoyed our association with the people 
of Southern Ireland as much as with any 
other people that we have come in contact 
with during our tour.” : 

“ We expect great things at the Horse 
Show to-morrow, and we appreciate very 
much the action of the Department of 'Agn- 
culture in sending two gentlemen with us on 
our trip to provide us with any information 
that we might require, and to enlighten us 
on matters concerning Southern Ireland that 
we were very anxious to know. We also 
appreciate the attitude of the Department of 
Agriculture in asking us to be their guests 
to-morrow at lunch. We regard this as an 
honour and an indication of kinship and 
good-will to the other Dominions. We are 
also to be honoured by being received by the 
President of the Free State to-morrow after- 
noon, and we are looking forward with a:

A halt was made to enable the 
visitors to view the hills and fortresses in 
habited only by the majestic red deer which 
is indigenous to Ireland, and where glorious 
views of woodland, lake, and mountain are 
spread before the wondering gaze of the 
traveller. Thence they proceeded to the 
Lady View, a point from which is spread 
before the eye the three lakes with the long 
range atid rivers connecting them, forming 
an unexampled scene of loveliness, a iovelli- 
ness which has earned for Killarney the title 
of Beauty’s Home. 

The visitors were delighted. Nowhere 
else in their wide travels had they beheld 
sucn scenes of lavish beauty. They returned 
to their hotels, and after Scischions left Kil- 
larney with many expressions of regret at 
being unable to prolong their stay in this 
beautiful spot. 


CAR AND BOAT SERVICES.

Carson said that he could not define 
the phrase “ genuinely seeking work,”’ 
the much discussed test applied to persons 
seeking unemployment benefit at the 
Labour: “Exchanges. The various trade 
organisations declare that this test has 
been unfairly used by Bureau officials to 
the disadvantage of applicants; and at a 
meeting of the Belfast Trades and Labour 
Council the other day protests were made 
against what were described as “ third 
degree ” methods employed by Ministry 
of Labour officials in interrogating the 
workless applying for relief. One delegate 
said that if a man visited a hundred 
employers a day, it would not satisfy the 
officials, who expected unemployed men to 
call upon all the thirty or forty thousand 
employers in Belfast. He added that a 
man might reasonably spend half-a-day at 
Harland and Wolff’s looking for work; 
yet that was hardly considered by the 
officials at the Exchange. 

No doubt, this charge against the 
Labour Exchanges is exaggerated, but it 
‘probably has some foundation, as the 
complaints in that respect are both bitter 
and widespread. Moreover, the mere 
seeking of work does not make work 
where none can be found, and it is not 
right that the Ministry’s officials should 
base their investigations on the idea that 
every man looking for benefit is ' swing- 
ing the lead,” or, in other words, dodging 
a job. The Prime Minister himself 
has paid tributes to the industry and 
willingness of the Belfast. workmen to 
labour, and it is their misfortune and not 
their fault that they cannot find some- 
thing to do. Sympathy and understand- 
ing are required to deal with such -cases. 


ABORTIVE COERCION LAWS. 


The visit of the Hon. G. Howard 
Ferguson, Prime Minister of Ontario, to 
Belfast, has created a good deal of inte- 
rest in Northern political circles, and ‘his 
outspoken criticism regarding restrictive 
temperance legislation should encourage 
those who believe that local option, lead- 
ing. to prohibition, as applied to the Six- 
County ‘area ‘would not be an unmixed 
blessing. No one doubts the sincerity of 
the temperance reformers in striving for 
‘happier’ social conditions, but their 
endeavours to initiate the Golden Age 
through legal enactments are not likely 
to succeed unless there isa radical change 
in human nature, and there is not much 
sign of that. 

In the course of an interview, Mr. 
Ferguson ‘stated that they had ten years 
of prohibition in Ontario, and it had 
taught them that coercive legislation 
could not control the views or actions of 
a people. The inhabitants of Ontario, he 
said, became irritated under prohibition, 
the young particularly feeling that it was 
no crime to break the prohibition law; 
and gradually there had grown up a dis- 
regard for all law as a result of the con- 
doning of breaches of the ‘‘dry” law. 
Accordingly a system for the sale of 
liquor under Government control was 
established, and the rigid enforcement of 
that Jaw, with an intelligent understand- 
ing of its purpose, had brought about a 
greatly improved condition in the pro- 
vince. Mr. Ferguson added that, under 
the new system, they had greater sobriety 
than ever before, while they had also 
whole-hearted respect for the law. 


PROHIBITION. 


The consumption of alcoholic liquors 
is rapidly declining in Northern Ireland, 
and with the passing of the years it will 
become a very unimportant trade, indeed : 
but, on the other hand, the fanatical 
action of the extremists in trying to im- 
pose their will on a community quite as 
good as themselves is resented as an im- 
pertinence, and can only do harm. Besides, 
no apostle of prohibition who glibly talks 
about abolishing spirituous _refreshments 
of all kinds has yet attempted to show how 
it can be done. The mere passing of an 
Act of Parliament will not do it; on the 
contrary, the forbidden thing would prove 
a lure to the younger generation, and 
drinking in secret would increase, while 
an army of officials would be required to 
engage in a futile campaign to enforce the 
aw. 


USELESS EMIGRATION POLICY. 


The question of emigration was dis- 
cussed during the week-end at a dinner 
in Belfast given by the Northern Govern. 
ment in honour of a party of Empire 
farmers who are on a visit to the British 
Isles, and the statement made by one of 
the delegates unconsciously condemned the 
policy of his hosts in that respect. It is 
well known ‘that hundreds of young men 
have left Northern Ireland for the 
Dominions after a short intensive train- 
ing im agriculture at the Government's 
emigration centre at Richhill, County 
Armagh, but of course it is impossible 
that a few months’ experimenting on a 
farm could fit them for the strenuous life 
upon which they were entering with hope 
and confidence. 

Mr. F. J. Yelland, an Australian 
delegate, supported this view. He pointed 
out that the Dominions are developing on 
agricultural lines, and already had plenty 
of artisans, miners, surplus labourers, and 
politicians, but the difficulty was to get 
eficient farm labourers. Great Britain, 
he said, had no such men to spare, and 
the same may be said of the Six Counties 
with its tens of thousands of small farms. 
It would, therefore, appear that the exist- 
ing official syster_of encouraging emigra- 
tion from Northern Ireland is economic- 
ally wrong and can only render more 
acute the unemployed problem in other 
parts of the Empire. 


FRANK CRITICISM. 


Mr: Yelland spoke quite frankly on the 
matter, and said that he wished to do so. 
He said that a farm could not be run with 
inefficient labour, and the whole question 
centred around the training of these men. 
One of his comments was particularly 
significant in its application to the Rich- 
hill agricultural camp. He declared that, 
despite a short course of training, efficient 
farm labourers could not be obtained 
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memwetint panes :

among men who had neter been on a 
farm. Farming in the inions was 
chiefly done with teams, he went on to say, 
and teamsters were born and bred to the 
job, nor could efficiency be expected from 
men who were not. brought up to the game. 
That is the difficulty. There are not 
enough skilled farm labourers either at 
home or abroad, but there is a great army 
of others at home who have no knowled 
of the land, and an effort is being ma 
to dump as many as possible of these on a 
foreign shore ‘through assisted passages, 
only, if Mr. Yelland’s criticism is justi- 
fied, to find themselves stranded without 
hope of a job they can keep. 

A happy note was.sounded by Mr. J. 
Milne Barbour, Minister of Commerce, 
who said that before many years had 
passed every Northern farmer would be 
the owner of the soil which he cultivated. 
It appears that the “ appointed day ”' for 
all unbought tenants will be declared in 
May next, and, although the Northern 
farmers have been harshly treated in re- 
gard to land purchase as compared with 
agriculturists in the Free State, a, satis- 
factory. conclusion to a long-drawn-out 
agitation is in sight. 


VALUE OF PROPER GRADING. 


Within recent years there has been a 
great advance in the system of marketing 
agricultural produce, and the improvement 
has resulted in expanding trade and 
better prices. In this res the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture has done much to 
raise the standard of farming, and, 
although its regulations were not always 
welcomed, their value has now been almost 
universally recognised. The egg industry 
has topped the British markets; Irish 
butter is equal to the best Dominion and 
Continental produce, but the methods of 
handling potatoes has not yet been per- 
fected. In the old days the tubers were 
not properly cleaned, and no matter how 
much cross-Channel customers sympa- 
thised with Ireland, they objected to buy- 
ing Irish soil at so many shillings per 
cwt. All that, however, is changing, but 
there is still much to be desired in con- 
nection with grading. Proper grading 
brings its own reward. 

Speaking at a meeting of the County 
Tyrone Committee of Agriculture a few 
days ago, Mr. W. J. McClelland said that 
there was a great outcry that potatoes for 
export were not properly graded, and 
commented on the importance of inspec- 
tion. In support of his contention, he 
mentioned that when he was in Belfast 
recently the price being paid for Tyrone 
potatoes was £4 10s. per ton, while the 
County Antrim farmers were receiving £7 
per ton, and he was informed that the 
difference in price was due to grading. It 
requires a hard experience like this to 
bring home to the farming community the 
fact that old-fashioned systems do not 
pay, and that scientific methods are neces- 
sary. 


A _TWO-EDGED WEAPON. 


There was some talk at the meeting 
about tariff reform, and Mr. Rowley 
Elliott, M.P., said that it was the only 
thing that would bring back the agricul- 
tural industry to a " án of prosperity ; 
but protection is a two-edged weapon, and, 
in any case, it is not practical at the 
present time. The Northern Government 
has no power in the matter, as it cannot 
impose taxes. If it had, the linen in- 
dustry would have been safeguarded long 
ago. The situation, however, is far from 
hopeless.. The remarkable progress made 
in the egg and butter industries and in 
the improvement of live-stock shows what 
can be done under proper direction. Den- 
mark has no natural advantages over 
Ireland as an agricultural country—rather 
the reverse—yet it has prospered exceed- 
ingly, and the farmers of this country 
should be able to hold their own against 
any others, more particularly as they have 
a rich and sympathetic customer within 
easy reach. 

Mr. Elliott said that, as a producer who 
put his potatoes on the market, he 
thought that inspection of the crop was a 
God-send, and after some discussion a re- 
solution was passed recommending the 
Ministry of Agriculture to enforce the in- 
spection of all potatoes offered for sale. 
The Government was also requested to 
approach the imperial authorities with a 
view to having legislation passed to safe- 
guard and foster the agricultural in- 
dustry; but as the industrial masses of 
Great Britain are naturally opposed to an 
increase in the cost of living, the issue is 
already determined. Prosperity can best 
be achieved by hard work, thrift and 
modern means of production. The 
Imperial Government is opposed to pro- 
tecting the industry, but the de-rating 
proposals, if, applied to Northern 
Ireland, should afford considerable 
financial relief to the farming community.

HUSBAND CHARGED WITH 
ATTEMPTED MURDER.

FATAL “BUS ACCIDENT. 


WOMAN’S DEATH NEAR 
ROSTREVOR. 


Yesterday, Mr. R. H. Heron, Coroner for 
South Down, held an inquest at Rostrevor on 
the body of Mrs. Elizabeth Hennessey, of 
Dromalane, Newry, who was knocked down 
by a ‘bus near Rostrevor on Saturday and 
killed. 

It appeared from the evidence that Mrs. 
Hennessey and a friend were passengers on a 
‘bus running from Warrenpoint to Kilkeel. 
Two miles beyond Rostrevor the 'bus stopped, 
and Mrs. Hennessey and her companion left 
the "bus bf the top door and walked to the 
back of the ‘bus, apparently with the object 
of crossing the road to get to the shore. At 
that time another "bus was coming along in 
the direction of Newry. The driver of the 
outgoing "bus shouted to the two women, who 
were then behind his "bus, and put up his 
hand. When the oncoming ’bus had passed, 
a shout was heard, and Mrs. Hennessey was 
Bus lying on the road. She appeared to be 
ead. 


The medical evidence showed that the in- 
juries included a fracture of the skull, and a 
number of ribs and the left arm broken. 
The jury found that death was due to 
hemorrhage from injuries caused by the de- 
ceased having been accidentally knocked 
down and run over by a "bus of the B.O.C., 
and expressed sympathy with the family and 
relatives of Mrs. Hennessey. 

The Coroner, in addressing the jury, said 
that the accident happened when Mrs. 
Hennessey walked out from behind the "bus, 
not knowing that another 'bus was coming, 
while the on-coming 'bus did not, have time 
to stop. 


Mr. John Stewart, solicitor, of the firm of 
Messrs. Stewart and Bennett, Dunoon, 
Argyllshire, met with a fatal accident at 
Tarbert, Loch Fyne, on Sunday night.
